Finally, Republican Senator Brlcxar of 
Ohio drafted an amendment to the constitu- 
tion which he said was designed to meet this 
■ problem. He won some AO-odd senators over 
to co-sponsorship of his amendment, and 
shortly now it will come up for senate debate. 

His amendment would alter drastically the 
coMtttutional^provlslon dealing with treaties, 
which now Mads simply that the president 
ahall have power to make treaties by and 
with the consent of the senate, provided twa- 
thlrds <of those present concur. 

Under Brlcker** amendment, a treaty 
would become effective as internal law only 

,-^e^latlon-wh1fih_TjQj^bevyiaI^ In 

lie absence of treaty." This means that after 
a treaty has been negotiated and approved 
by a two-thirds vote of the senate, It must 
yet be endorsed by both houses ol congress 
^"separatfflBglslation. 

In th« view of many constitutional histori- 
ans and lawyers, It means also that wherever 
a treaty pro vision touched on matters norm- 
ally reserved to the state*, It would have to 
be approved as well by the separate legis- 
latures of all 48 states— most of which meet 
only in alternate years. 

The second major clause of the Brlcker 
amendment provides that "congress shall 
have power to regulate all executive and 
other agreements." This Is designed to give 
congress authority over foreign policy ar- 
rangements -which »» not treaties and thus 
do not come up for senatorial vote. 

Under the President's constitutional power 
as It now stands, he has wide discretion in 
the making of such agreements as well aa In 
negotiating treaties. 

- President Elsenhower makes it clear he is 
ready to stake his leadership on defeating 
this amendment. With Secretary of state 
Dulles, he declares it would seriously reduce 
the authority ^ntt prestige of the U. 8. gov- 
ernment In foreign affairs, and hobble our 
relations with, other nations. Others argue it 
would render the treaty-making process bo 
slow and difficult a* to discourage it alto- 
gether. 

Constitutional authorities say two firm 
checks already exist to prevent treaties from 
making Internal law In violation of the, con- 
stitution. One Is the senate's Initial review 
when thn question of ratification comes up. 
The- other is that, as the courts iuive estab- 
lished. eonnrMS now has tho power to repeal 
or override by legislation any treaty provision 
it connlders improper. 

The Iirlcker forces assert In rebuttal that 
only through tho amendment can tho con- 
fitltiitlnn bo unveil from the denlKini of foreign 
Jeftlflls and uthrrs who miBht try to lmno.ie
